France and Tunis, Al Jawaih about the quarrel between 
mee: urges two 


France and Tunis, and temarks that Fraue 
causes for her interference in the affairs of Tunis. First, 
she wishes to make arrangements for the protection of the 
railway line situated in Tunisian territory. Secondl: ‘Vy 
the wishes to improve the condition of the French ‘people 
in Tunis, which is at present very unsatisfactory. But these 
are mere empty pretexts. The secret object. of France 
is to establish her influence in Tunis, but she will hardly 
succeed in her object. In 1871 the Bey of Tunis concluded 
a treaty with the Sultan of Tür key and acknowledged 
his stizerainty. France has acted 5 prompiitude 

Her troops have already entered Tunis, ‘and. the Bey has 
been compelled to agree 
doubt that. this treaty. will share, she fate, 0 a: jhe San 
Stefano Treaty which Russia at first. imposed upon tt Poste. 


to her terms. But there is lde 5 
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by force, atid which. was afterwards nullified through the 
efforts of Eugland, and a new treaty was concluded at 
Berlin. It appears from a telegram dated Algeria, the 
15th May, that as soon as the Bey reported to the Porte the 
conclusion of the treaty with France, # replied that he had 
no power to conclude the treaty. England and Italy are 
also opposed to the wishes of France. 


The Akhbdr-i- Am (Lahore) of the 18th May. states. that 
the Pioneer and some other English 
and Indian papers which have no 
sense of justice urged the retention of 
Kandahar, but the Government wisely deemed, it just and 
expedient to abandon that province. The Civil and Military 
Gazette, in an article denouncing the evacuation of Kandahar, 
goes to the length of saying :—“ If the Government wishes to 
be so just, why does it not also abandon the Panjab and retire 
from India itself? If our forefathers who founded the Briti k 
Indian Empire were as scrupulous as the present British 
Ministry, we should not have conquered a single village, and 
should have been at this time in the same position in which the 
jegirdar of a small kingdom like England would be.” 


It is well known that the Government has abandoned Kan- 
dabar because the late Kabul war was quite anjust, Hence 


the above extract from the Civil and Military Gasette clearly 
means that Englishmen conquered India by injustice. Had 
a native editor said such a thing, he would at once have been 


charged with spreading sedition beth by the Government and 
the pablie. 33

GENERAL ADMINIBTRATION. 


A correspondent of the Ruhbar-i-H ind (Lahore) of the Circulation, 
The new privilege leave 19th May complains that u circular 8 

rules for Munsifs, Panjab. order has lately been issued by the 
Panjab Chief Court to the effect that, as Munsifs enjoy long 
vacations every year, privilege leave will not be granted to seid 
them except for special reasons ; and that when privileges leave „ 
is granted to any of them for any period, he will get an allow- 
ance for that period at the rate of half his pay. When thi 
Judges of the Panjab Chief Court, who also enjoy ‘the e 
usual holidays, are eligible for privilege leave, why has oe 
this concession been withdrawn from the poor Munsife? Has | 
this indulgence been denied to them because ~ have not 
a fair complexion like Europeans?” 


In commenting upon the above article the editor teks 
that, if the complaint i is trae, itis a matter for deep regret : 
that one class of Government servants should be deprived of 
a necessary indulgence.

The editor remarks that the Hindi alphabet is oss per- 
fect than every other alphabet, and that all that is necessary 
to make it fit for universal use is to introduce some new 
vowels into it; as, for instance, there are no vowels in the 
Hindi alphabet which could exactly represent the sounds of 
o and e in the English words dog and test. Some English- 
men in India are endeavouring to encourage the use of 
Roman letters for writing the vernacular languages. But 
the English alphabet is very defective, and it is difficalt to 


conceive that the use of Roman letters in the place of Hindi 


letters will ever become general. Many simple sounds which 
are represented by single letters in the Hindi alphabet have 


to be expressed by combiuations of two or three letters 1 in Sed
